The plan for numbering the city is known as the Philadel¬ 
phia System, that is, for each face of a block ioo, and a number 
assigned for every 20 feet. Therefore any houses situated on 
parallel streets will be the same number no matter how many 
blocks apart. This holds good on streets not only running north 
and south, but east and west, thus: 1126 Villa or 1126 Main 

will be just the same distance from Eleventh, or 725 Sixth will 
be the same distance from Main as 725 Sixteenth. 

North and South Streets—on all streets running north and 
south, even numbers are assigned to the west side, and odd num¬ 
bers to the east side. 

East and West Streets—on the streets running east and 
west, even numbers are assigned to the north side and odd num¬ 
bers to the south side.
